You are advised' that your Committee and I are indirectly responsible for 
the assassination by the Domestic Intelligence Division, CIA*, of Anne P. 
Conanduraa, an employee of CIA's domestic assassination office, la 3 t .. 
Saturday in her apartment house .swimming pool. The assassin, Eugene 
Hala BracUug, has performed these domestic assassination chores for the 
CIA for over twenty ye- are. The Fairfax County Police, who issued bad^e 
and police identification to Grading for the CIA, have already written 
uie incident o ££ as an accidental drowning* 


You share responsibility with me for this tragedy, because your staff 
Ignored my warning I gave Edward Itoeder III that your staff had been . 
penetrated (wicugh not controlled) by the CIA* Consequently^ the four 
xeroxed CIA correspondence documents concerning intelligence on CIA 
domestic assassinations that I delivered to Boeder on June 25, 1975 
(,*u-ciig 103 pages 01 counterintelligence on tho CIA) were rc-xercccod in 
your Committee Offices by a CIA collaborator within your staff and 
delivered to tho CIA congressional case officer in +he Se”"t^ ^f-f-f^a 
buildings. 

Although these documents meant nothing to you, to CIA Headquarters in 
McLean, Virginia, this meant that our counterintelligence 0 Deration had 
accurately and truly pen 5 trated their domestic assassination cover. 

Both the letter addressed to Sarah R. Higgins, P. 0. Box 1009, Main 
Post Office, Washington,. D. C. 2C013 sr.d the letter addrs 33 ed to 
Hr. Wallace A. Tronier, P. 0. Bex 1153, Main ?. 0., Washington, D. C. 
20013 ended up in the "safe house" in McLean, Virginia, for which Anne 
P* Coraauaurao worked ao an aesassinat-ion coordiijcrtor. Contrary to the 
deatli notice in the Washington Post, Mrs. Comanduras did not retire from 
the CIA in 1965, but merely went underground working at tho "safe house" 
for domestic assassination activity. 


Mrs. Comanduras' assassination was also related to the appearance of 
Robert:.; Mahcu before the Senate Select Committee on Intelligence that 
waa scheduled for this week at tho tixia of her cicath. Although you and 
the Senators of the Committee may not yet be aware of it, Kahue revealed 
to tho Senate staff, headed by CIA agent William Miller, that the Mafia- 
Howard Hughes "anti— Castro" assassination team ho had arranged for had 
boen turned to the assassination of President Kennedy, thereby confirm— 
iflg my 103 pago report to you. Those in the CIA. that know of this are in 
consternation, especially the CIA congressional case office in the Senate • 
office buildings. Since Mrs. Comanduras was one of Mahan's contacts in 
OfA for assassination "contracts" when she enjoyed the cover of a "Wash- 
ington political analyst' and she was suspected of being the leak to me, 
as evidenced by the documents copied from your files, the CIA "let a 
contract on her.
